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Cash stolen as thieves 
target primary school

A PRIMARY school has been left thou¬ 
sands of pounds out of pocket after 
thieves forced their way into the 
building and stole a safe. 

Dominic Sharp, headteacher of 
Robert Arkenstall Primary School in 
Haddenham, says pupils, staff and 
parents are disgusted by the break-in, 
which happened the night before the 
school’s annual Christmas fayre. 

The thieves broke into the school, in 
Camping Close, by removing a glass 
panel clean from a window frame - 
something which police say is hap¬ 
pening more and more in East 
Cambridgeshire. 

On Monday, there were four break- 
ins in the district in broad daylight - 
one in Downham Road, Ely, two in 
Isaacson Road, Burwell and another in 
Cheveley Road, Newmarket. In all 
cases, thieves broke into the homes 
using the same method. 

Inspector Paul Ormerod, who is 
based in Ely, says the number of bur¬ 
glaries happening in East 
Cambridgeshire is “nothing out of the 
ordinary” but he is urging residents to 
be extra vigilant, especially in the run 
up to Christmas. 

The break-in at Robert Arkenstall 
Primary happened at around 10pm 
last Thursday. 

Mr Sharp said: “They got into the 
school office by completely lifting the

glass out of a window. 

“They stole a safe, which had several 
hundred pounds in it. We don’t usually 
keep money in the safe but it was cash 
the parents’ association had raised 
and it was going to be used for the 
floats at the Christmas fayre, which 
was on the Friday. 

“The offenders didn’t just leave with 
the safe though, they completely ran¬ 
sacked the office, breaking computers 
and office furniture, ah of which will 
cost thousands of pounds to replace. 

“We’re ah devastated by what’s hap¬ 
pened. Thankfully the fayre still went 
ahead but we just feel disgusted that

thieves could target our school like 
this.” 

Several residents have contacted Ely 
News in recent weeks to say that they 
believe gangs of burglars from further 
afield are targeting the area. 

Last month, designer watches worth 
around £10,000 were stolen from a 
home in Sycamore Lane, Ely - again 
after thieves removed a window. 

Inspector Ormerod said the police 
have no intelligence to suggest that 
gangs are targeting the district. 

He said: “The last thing we want to do 
is scare people as the number of bur¬ 
glaries occurring in the district is cer¬ 
tainly nothing out of the ordinary. 

“We are seeing that a lot of burglaries 
are happening as a result of the thieves 
completely removing the glass in win¬ 
dows or doors at the rear of a property. 

“A lot of break-ins are also happening 
in the early evening when mums might 
be on the school run and nobody is at 
home. 

“People need to be extra vigilant at 
this time of year as burglaries and 
thefts naturally increase in the run up 
to Christmas.”

Lucy chosen as Tory 
election candidate

A BARRISTER has beaten off fierce 
competition to become Conservative 
candidate for South East 
Cambridgeshire. 

Cambridge University graduate Lucy 
Frazer emerged victorious at an open 
primary held at Ely College on 
Saturday, against three fellow Tories 
vying to be a candidate for Sir Jim 
Paice’s seat in the 2015 general elec¬ 
tion. 

A Newnham College graduate and 
commercial law specialist, Yorkshire- 
born Ms Frazer is one of the youngest 
QCs in the country at the age of 41. 

Previously an activist in Hampstead 
and Kilburn Conservatives, London, 
Ms Frazer said she was “thrilled” by 
the election win. 

She said: “My husband and I studied 
in Cambridge so we both have a really 
strong affinity with the area and we 
have already started looking for a 
place to live. 

“Sir Jim Paice’s shoes are going to be 
huge to fill, but I’ve got lots of ideas for 
South East Cambridgeshire.” 

The election sparked controversy 
after it emerged none of the four can-

didates live in the consituency. 

Rumours had also circulated that 
the Conservatives wanted the position 
to be taken by a woman - which have 
been strenuously denied by the party 
executive. 

In response, Ms Frazer said: “I do not 
know what went on, but I know that 
it’s the Association that chooses the 
shortlist, not the headquarters.” 

The other candidates for the post 
were astrophysics graduate Heidi 
Allen, Charlotte Vere, who is executive 
director of the Girls’ Schools 
Association and Paul Bristow, a con¬ 


sultant focusing on medical technol¬ 
ogy and life sciences. 

Mr Bristow, who grew up in 
Whittlesey, congratulated Ms Frazer 
who he said would make “an excellent 
candidate”. 

He said: “I’m very happy for Lucy as 
I think she will make an excellent 
candidate and will continue the hard- 
work of Sir Jim Paice.” 

In response to the criticism over the 
lack of local candidates, he said: “I 
think it’s about who is best for the 
Conservative Party. 

“Jim also didn’t come from the local 
area but he has been a fantastic MP 
and I think Lucy will be great in his 
stead.” 

Peter Cresswell, chairman of the 
South East Cambridgeshire 
Conservatives, said: “Iamverypleased 
with her win. She will make an ideal 
candidate. 

“She’s a Cambridge graduate and 
one of the youngest QCs in Britain, 
and she has told me that she cannot 
wait to buy a family home here next 
year.” 

Former Farming and Food Minister 
Sir Jim Paice, 64, who has been the 
constituency’s MP for almost 28 years, 
announced earlier this year that he 
was going to retire.

Who put up the 
dog poo signs?

RESIDENTS fed up with dog 
owners not cleaning up after 
their pets in Ely have taken 
matters into their own 
hands. 

Dog poo in the city’s Pocket 
Park and Country Park area 
has been an issue for some 
time - so much so that East 
Cambridgeshire District 
Council launched a campaign 
last winter in a bid to catch 
those responsible for not 
picking up after their dogs. 

The campaign included new 
signs being put up in the area 
warning dog owners that they 
could be fined up to £1,000 if 
they were caught not picking 
up the poop. 

But now new posters have 
been put up by people claim¬ 
ing to be from the Canine 
Trust and the Pocket Park 
Trust - neither of which are 
believed to exist and neither 
of which would have the 
authority to impose the fines. 

The posters, of which there 
are dozens, have angered reg¬ 
ular dog walker, Andy Wall, 
who is calling for the district 
council to prosecute those 
responsible for flytipping. 

Mr Wall, of Lynn Road, Ely, 
said: “As a responsible dog 
owner who rarely goes any-

where without a pocket full of 
poo bags, I’ve no wish to 
defend dog owners who fail to 
clean up after their pets any¬ 
where that people are likely to 
walk. 

“On the other hand, I am 
getting sick of the relentless 
campaign by those who seem 
to think that dog owners are 
all antisocial and irresponsi¬ 
ble. 

“I would like to point out to 
those who have put up the 
posters that flyposting is ille¬ 
gal and carries a maximum 
fine of £2,500. 

“The posters purport to be 
from the Canine Trust and 


the Pocket Park Trust and I 
am not aware of any formally 
constituted organisation 
going by either name. Even if 
there were, neither organisa¬ 
tion would be legally capable 
of imposing fines. 

“Your poster campaign is 
really no different to leaving 
litter all over the place and 
just makes the place look a 
mess.” 

The mystery posters are now 
being investigated by the dis¬ 
trict council. 

A spokesman said: “While 
we will look into this case, we 
would remind all users of the 
Country Park that for the 
enjoyment of everyone we 
encourage dog owners to pick 
up after their dogs and for 
anyone who wants to put up a 
notice to use the space on the 
official park notice boards. 

“By doing so, we can ensure 
the park remains a place for 
us all to take pleasure in.”

Funding boost 
for land trust

AMBITIOUS plans to set up a 
second Community Land 
Trust (CLT) in East 
Cambridgeshire have moved 
a step closer. 

The district council has 
agreed to give the Thrift 
Community Land Trust in 
Soham a grant of £5,000 to 
start their work. 

The grant, which is the max¬ 
imum amount the council’s 
development and transport 
committee could approve, 
will enable the trust to put in 
place the legal work to estab¬ 
lish the CLT and start the 
basic public engagement 
activities. 

The Thrift CLT is seeking to 
develop a number of afforda¬ 
ble houses to part buy and 
rent at the Eastern Gateway to 
Soham, as well as community 
buildings and playing fields. 

Once up and running, the

trust will be the second CLT 
to be set up in East Cambs as 
the villages of Stretham and 
Wilburton already have one. 

Cllr Charles Roberts, the 
council’s deputy leader, said: 
“At the district council we 
have identified CLTs as one of 
the best ways to meet the 
local needs for affordable and 
market housing. 

“They are a great way of pro¬ 
viding new homes to our resi¬ 
dents while giving local peo¬ 
ple a far greater say in how 
developments can benefit the 
whole community. 

“The trust in Soham is at the 
very beginning of its journey 
but we will be there to sup¬ 
port them throughout the 
process. 

“They have ambitious plans 
to develop the Eastern 


Gateway but they have the 
right people and organisa¬ 
tions involved so we wish 
them well in the forthcoming 
months.” 

Council chiefs set them¬ 
selves a target to deliver two 
new CLTs by the end of 2013 
as part of its Corporate 
Priorities. 

Their work has been sup¬ 
ported by Foundation East - a 
CLT umbrella organisation - 
who have seconded a member 
of staff to the authority to 
support the work. 

Earlier this year, the 
Stretham and Wilburton CLT 
won a national award for the 
way it has given local people 
more say over how to develop 
land in ways that could bene¬ 
fit the whole community.

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Starving and frozen: The 
amazing tale of Malteaser 


Two crashes on 
region’s roads 
within minutes 
of each other 

EMERGENCY services were 
called to two collisions a 
short distance from each 
other within just a matter of 
minutes. 

The first accident involved 
two vehicles and happened in 
Wilburton Road, Stretham, at 
around 4.43pm on Saturday. 

A spokeswoman for the East 
of England Ambulance 
Service said a man, aged in 
his 20s, suffered minor inju¬ 
ries but was not taken to hos¬ 
pital. 

A tractor and a car then col¬ 
lided in High Street, 
Wilburton, at around 4.50pm. 

The ambulance service 
spokeswoman said: “The col¬ 
lision involved a tractor and a 
car. 

“A woman, aged in her 20s 
and who was inside the car, 
suffered injuries, including a 
suspected broken leg. 

“She was taken to 
Addenbrooke’s Hospital by 
ambulance. 

“The tractor driver is not 
believed to have suffered any 
injuries.” 

The road was closed for 
some time while both vehi¬ 
cles were recovered. 

At around 3.20pm on 
Saturday, a car also collided 
with a tree on the B1085 at 
Chippenham. 

Two casualties had to be cut 
free from the vehicle by fire¬ 
fighters.

Malteaser was living with 
her owners, Amanda and 
Oliver Kayes, in Charles 
Graven Court, Ely, when she 
disappeared in February. 

Amanda, 36, who was heav¬ 
ily pregnant at the time, 
trawled the streets, putting 
up posters and publicising 
Malteaser’s disappearance in 
the Ely News. But there was 
not one sighting of her. 

It wasn’t until five weeks, 
including many nights of sub¬ 
zero temperatures later, that

Amanda got the phone call 
she had been waiting for. 

The adventurous feline had 
been found almost frozen to 
death in a compost heap in 
Little Thetford - around three 
miles from her home - where 
it is thought she had crawled 
in a bid to keep warm. 

She had lost half her body 
weight, lost several teeth and 
had heavily frostbitten ears 
and paws. 

The resident who found 
Malteaser rushed her to the 
Companion Care Cathedral 
Veterinary Surgery in Ely, 
which just happened to be the 
brave cat’s registered prac¬ 
tice. 

Vet Ian Halliday was able to 
check her for a microchip and 
got the result he had hoped for 
- that it was indeed missing 
Malteaser. 

After months of extensive 
treatment and nurturing 
from both the veterinary 
team and her owners, 
Malteaser has now fully 


recovered and is looking for¬ 
ward to a cosy Christmas. 

Amanda, who now lives with 
her family and felines - 
including Malteaser’s brother, 
Bungo - in Yorkshire, said: 
“We’re still amazed to this day 
that Malteaser survived. 

“Some nights it reached -12 
degrees while she was miss¬ 
ing and I honestly never 
thought I’d see her again. 

“She was in such a bad way 
when she was found but 
thanks to the amazing team 
at Cathedral Veterinary 
Surgery and lots of love she is, 
amazingly, back to her nor¬ 
mal self.”

Every single road reflector was covered in mud 
and still is, and over 70 reflectors were knocked 
down or damaged on each side of the road to 
RAF Mildenhall. 

At Chippenham, farms left large chunks of 
mud around noon. 

Police? Everyone reports only a caution can be 
given. One writer indicated Section 3 of the 
Health and Safety Act applies and that action 
can be taken. 

I bet if I left something on a road that could 
cause damage to others, the police wouldn’t 
just caution me. While in Germany, anyone 
going on a main road must clean the tyres — 
applicable to tractors. 

Mud is worse than snow or even ice. One has 
absolutely no control of the car. I fully agree 
with starting the petition and to have a few 
farmers address the safety of the majority.

Controversial 
retirement flat 
plans refused 


JORDAN DAY 


A LONG running battle to turn a list¬ 
ed building in Ely into retirement 
flats has ended in victory for the 
campaigners - and they have the tiny 
Great Crested Newt to thank. 

Croylands, a Victorian building and 
former vicarage and day care centre in 
Cambridge Road, has been at the cen¬ 
tre of a contentious planning applica¬ 
tion for more than a year. 

Dorset-based developer McCarthy & 
Stone wanted to transform the build¬ 
ing, which is located in Ely’s conserva¬ 
tion centre, into apartments for the 
elderly. 

The proposals involved restoring the 
building, which is crumbling into a 
state of decay, and demolishing part 
of it at the rear to make way for a 
three-storey extension. 

The scheme was one of the most 
controversial planning applications 
East Cambridgeshire District Council 
has ever received, attracting more 
than 200 letters of objection. 

Since the proposals were submitted, 
bosses at McCarthy & Stone have put 
forward three revised sets of propos¬ 
als - all of which have failed to win 
over local residents, organisations 
and planners. 

And on Friday, the council’s plan-

been carried out correctly meaning 
that Great Crested Newts, which are 
protected by law and were reported to 
be in the area, would have been at 
risk. 


ning committee rejected the propos¬ 
als for good, with eight votes to four. 

The main reasons were that the 
scheme was considered to be overde¬ 
velopment of the site and that the 
applicants were not prepared to offer 
enough money for social housing in 
the district.

RECYCLING in the Ely area has 
risen following the arrival of new 
wheelie bins. 

The roll out of 70,000 bins across 
East Cambridgeshire has been 
completed and waste chiefs at the 
district council say the changes 
are already having an effect. 

The district had one of the low¬ 
est recycling rates in the region - 
at just 37 per cent before the intro¬ 
duction of the new system. 

Kevin Ellis, the authority’s recy¬ 
cling and waste champion, said: 
“While we won’t have official fig¬ 
ures until January, it is clear that 
the amount of recycling house¬ 
holds are doing across the district 
has risen while the weight of rub¬ 
bish put out in black sacks has 
fallen. 

“We would like to thank every¬ 
one in East Cambridgeshire for 
taking to the new recycling ser¬ 
vice with such enthusiasm. 

“This has been a tremendous 
effort and we should all be very 


proud of the change in perfor¬ 
mance.” 

The roll-out has had “minor 
teething problems” due to its 
scale, Mr Ellis admitted, but he 
thanked members of the public 
for being patient. 

He said: “I know there has been a 
dedicated team at the council 
who have worked incredibly hard 
to ensure that residents have been 
able to switch over to the new 
recycling service as easily as pos¬ 
sible. They have often gone way 
beyond what is expected of them.” 

The changes have been possible 
after the council was awarded a 
£5 million grant by the 
Government for a major overhaul 
of the region’s waste and recycling 
system. 

Mr Ellis said: “We now have a 
first rate recycling service which 
we believe will help our recycling 
rate.”

Bike ban lifted in 
plans to boost 
city’s Riverside 


SIGNS banning cyclists from 
using their bikes in Ely's sce¬ 
nic Riverside are to be 
removed as part of a major 
plan to enhance the area. 

Discussions about improv¬ 
ing the popular area have 
been ongoing for some time 
and an Ely Riverside 
Improvement Plan has now 
been approved. 

As part of the plan, which 
has been drawn up by East 
Cambridgeshire District 
Council and various local 
organisations, the following 
improvements will be made: 

■ Removal of the ‘no 
cycling’ signs to allow cyclists 
to use their bikes along the 
Riverside 

■ New solar lighting along 
the Riverside path to make it 
easier for pedestrians to walk 
and cyclists to cycle safely 
along the area in the evenings 
and night time. 

■ New signage to highlight 
where and what the public 
can feed ducks and other

wildfowl on the river 

■ Installation of a duck food 
dispenser - once a suitable 
site has been investigated to 
prevent vandalism. 

The decision to allow 
cyclists to use the area is like¬ 
ly to prove controversial.

corned as currently people 
feed the birds wherever they 
like - often leading to mess. 

Cllr Richard Hobbs, chair¬ 
man of the council’s commu¬ 
nity and environment com¬ 
mittee, said: “Our priority has 
been to look at ways to 
enhance the Riverside area. 

“We were helped a lot by the 
feedback from the public, 
who highlighted the areas 
they wanted improved. 

“So for example, we are 
removing the rules which 
stopped cyclists riding along 
the Riverside and will be 
installing solar lighting in the 
path to make it easier to walk 
and cycle by the river, but we 
won’t be spending money on 
improving the slipway 
because the public didn’t 
believe it was a priority. 

The improvements, which 
will be carried out over the 
next few months, will be paid 
for by the district council, 
City of Ely Council and devel¬ 
opers’ contributions.

That’s the message from 
residents who are calling 
for the busy paths in 
Palace Green and Cross 
Green to be swept. 

The responsibility lies 
with East Cambridgeshire 
District Council and after 
the News contacted the 
authority about the issue, 
a spokesman said the 
paths would be swept that 
same day.

But Judith Marshall, of 
nearby St Mary’s Street, 
said: “We shouldn’t have 
to contact the paper in 
order for the paths to be 
swept. 

“These paths are used by 
hundreds of people every¬ 
day, whether that be by 
locals like myself access¬ 
ing the city centre, people 
using the public toilets or 
tourists mooching around 
the cathedral’s grounds. 

“The damp leaves are 
making them dangerous. 


“If an elderly person slips 
over they could seriously 
hurt themselves. Besides, 
we pay our council tax - 
why are the leaves not 
being cleared on a regular 
basis?” 

A spokeswoman for Ely 
Cathedral said that they 
had not received any com¬ 
plaints about the leaves 
and that cleaning the 
paths is the council’s 
responsibility. 

In a statement, a spokes¬ 
man for the council said: 
“We work very hard with 
our street cleaning con¬ 
tractor Veolia to keep the 


pavements we are respon¬ 
sible for clean and safe. 

“Obviously in the 
autumn, nature dictates 
leaves will fall to the 
ground. 

“In these places we try to 
regularly sweep the paths 
but if there are strong 
winds or rain an area 
which was recently 
cleaned may have another 
build up of leaves.

Proposals 
rejected for 
fifth time 


CONTENTIOUS plans to erect 
new homes on land where travel¬ 
ler pitches were due to be built 
have been refused. 

The former builder’s yard in Hod 
Hall Lane, Haddenham, has been 
at the centre of a row between vil¬ 
lagers and developers for almost 10 
years. 

The Ruszkiewicz family have 
wanted to pitch caravans and trail¬ 
ers at the site and have submitted 
four separate planning applica¬ 
tions over the years - all of which 
have been rejected by East 
Cambridgeshire District Council. 

But following the fourth rejec¬ 
tion, Mr Ruszkiewicz then 
appealed to the Planning 
Inspectorate, who ruled against 
the council earlier this year, mean¬ 
ing the traveller pitch proposals 
could go ahead. 

However, Mr Ruszkiewicz then 
applied for planning permission to 
build up to four new residential 
dwelling on the land instead. 

Those proposals have now been 
rejected by the authority’s plan-

ning committee, who followed 
planning officer Sue Finlayson’s 
recommendations. 

The committee heard that the 
council received three letters of 
objection from nearby residents. 

Local district and county coun¬ 
cillor Bill Hunt and district coun¬ 
cillor Pauline Wilson were also 
against the plans. 

Cllr Hunt said: “My understand¬ 
ing is that exception sites can only 
be used for traveller pitches or 
affordable housing; this applica¬ 
tion is neither. 

“Approval of this application 
could put the authority at risk of 
challenge from previous appli¬ 
cants who have had an application 
declined.” 

Mrs Finlayson said the applica¬ 
tion not only contradicted plan¬ 
ning policies but that, if approved, 
it would force the council to seek 
an alternative site for traveller 
pitches to be built on.

A BICYCLE hire scheme which 
is being launched in Ely has 
been described as “clunky” 
and “too expensive”. 

Bike & Go is a European bicy¬ 
cle hire programme which is 
being rolled out to 50 railway 
stations across the UK. 

It was launched at Liverpool 
Central Station in August and 
is set to go live at Ely station 
before Christmas. 

To use the bicycles, which are 
fitted with standard locks, 
people will pay a £10 annual 
subscription, plus £3.80 for 24 
hours’ use. 

The aim of the scheme, which 
is based on the OV-Fiets 
scheme in Holland and Blue- 
Bike in Belgium, is to encour¬ 
age more people to get on 
bikes. 

But the Ely Cycling Campaign 
fears the programme will be a 
flop in the city. 

Andy Shaw, its chairman, 
says the scheme “appears to be 
well meaning” but says it has 
“several issues”. 

He said: “The scheme is 
expensive - £10 per year to join 
plus £3.80 per day to hire so it 
would not be a viable alterna¬ 


tive for commuters who take 
bikes on the train. 

“The annual cost for a com¬ 
muter would be £960. That’s 
more than the cost of a high- 
quality folding bike and about 
three times the price of a 
decent non-folding bike - both 
of which would last for several 
years.” 

Mr Shaw added: “The opera¬ 
tion is clunky. You will have to 
queue up at the ticket office to 
get a key, which will mean 


quite a wait in peak hours and 
no hire if the office is shut. 

“The bikes also take up pre¬ 
cious spaces on the racks that 
could otherwise be used by 
cycle commuters, which is 
annoying.” 

Despite relatively small num¬ 
bers of bikes being available at 
each station, Andrew Bristow, 
Bike & Go business manager, 
said there is a backup supply of 
the red cycles for particularly 
popular stations. 


He said: “It’s only going to 
grow, it’s just we haven’t meas¬ 
ured what the success of it will 
be yet, but that’s something 
we’re looking forward to in 
these next few years.” 

The programme has been 
funded by a £1.65 million grant 
from the Department for 
Transport and match-funded 
by Greater Anglia, Mersey Rail 
and Northern Rail.

MP delighted as A14 
toll plan abandoned

MP Jim Paice has welcomed news 
that tolling will not be introduced 
on the A14. 

The Government had proposed to 
charge motorists £1 or £1.50, and 
heavy vehicles double that, to use a 
southern bypass between 
Cambridge and Huntingdon. 

Now the £1.5 billion project, which 
is due to start in 2016, will be wholly 
funded by taxpayers without toll¬ 
ing. 

The announcement was made by 
Chief Secretary to the Treasury, 
Danny Alexander, as part of the 
autumn statement and follows a 
consultation period during which 
local residents and businesses were 
invited to share their views. 

Sir Jim Paice, MP for South East 
Cambridge-shire, said: “A number 
of my constituents and local busi¬ 
nesses have raised concerns about 
the tolling proposal. 

“I am glad that the Government 
has listened to these concerns. 

“Funding arrangements for the 
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bypass now need to be finalised to 
ensure that this important scheme 
is not delayed.” 

John Bridge, chief executive of 
Cambridgeshire Chambers of 
Commerce, hailed the reports as a 
“positive step forward and a victory 
for common sense”. 

Motorists and businesses had 
been concerned about the cost of 
tolling, and that charging could 
push more traffic onto smaller 
roads.

THE HOBBIT: THE 
DESOLATION OF SMAUG

Almost 10 years ago to the 
day, Peter Jackson was pre¬ 
paring to unveil The Lord Of 
The Rings: The Return Of The 
King, the concluding chapter 
of his ambitious Tolkien tril¬ 
ogy, to UK audiences. 

The third film subsequently 
won all 11 Academy Awards 
for which it was nominated 
and became the first fantasy 
film and only the second 
sequel to claim the top prize 
of Best Picture. 

This new trilogy, adapted 
from Tolkien's The Hobbit, has 
not fared quite so well. 

The filmmaker's decision 
to shoot the prequels in high 
definition 3D at the higher 
rate of 48 frames per second 
compared to the usual 24 
frames has divided audiences 
and critics, allowing us to see 
the stitching on costumes and 
the intricacy of the prosthetics 
in startlingly minute detail. 

The second instalment, The 
Desolation Of Smaug, picks 
up where An Unexpected 
Journey concluded. 

Plucky hobbit Bilbo Baggins 
(Martin Freeman), wise 



wizard Gandalf The Grey 
(Sir Ian McKellen) and the 
company of dwarves led by 
Thorin Oakenshield (Richard 
Armitage) continue their 
perilous quest to reclaim their 
lost gold from the dragon 
Smaug (voiced by Benedict 
Cumberbatch) in his lair. 

The adventurers encounter 
a shape-shifter called Beorn 
(Mikael Persbrandt) and 
a nest of giant spiders, 
guaranteed to make skin crawl 
and have arachnophobes 
quivering in their seats. 

Gandalf discovers the 
identity of the necromancer, 
who has been wreaking havoc 
in Dol Guldur, and when ores 
storm Mirkwood, the elves led 
by KingThranduil (Lee Pace) 
and his son Legolas (Orlando 


Bloom) marshal their forces to 
repel the invaders. 

Meanwhile, Bilbo and the 
dwarves - Bifur (William 
Kircher), Bofur (James 
Nesbitt), Bombur (Stephen 
Hunter), Balin (Ken Stott),

All the fun 




PICTURE the familiar Christmas scene: you arrive 
home from the garden centre, a tall, bushy tree 
proudly under your arm. You're anxious to get 
it up and show it off in all it's festive glory - but 
once it's actually inside, once you've pruned and 
snipped it into it's allocated space, the magic 
seems to have faded. 

There's no need, though, 
for your tree to be over¬ 
hacked, lopsided and backed 
into a corner, if you just do a 
little groundwork before you 
buy. 

For instance, measure your 
floor-to-ceiling space, taking 
into account the height of any 
stand below and the fairy or 
the star which will add extra 
height to the top. 

Then look at the width 
you have to play with. Will 
relatives be constantly brushing past the tree 
to reach a door or a sofa? If so, you'll need to 
take that space into account and be prepared for 
some secateur work. 

Of the estimated eight million real Christmas 
trees bought every year in the UK, according to 
the British Christmas Tree Growers Association, 
the most popular is the non-drop Nordmann 


firs... 

fir (Abies nordmanniana), originally from south 
Russia. However, these are quite bushy trees and 
if you only have a narrow space, it might pay to 
shop for a smaller type, like the Fraser fir (Abies 
fraseri), popular in the eastern United States. 

If space is really tight, you may opt for a small 
cypress which you can plant 
in a pot, then place on a side 
table or stand and decorate 
accordingly. Once Christmas is 
over, provided you have kept 
it well watered and away from 
radiators, you should be able to 
plant it out in the garden when 
weather and soil conditions 
permit. 

Andrea Blackie, garden 
designer and horticultural- 
ist at plantify.co.uk, home to 
Britain's biggest online plant 
selection, says: "If you don't 
have the space for a full-size Christmas tree, you 
can get creative with other plants to make your 
home look festive this Christmas.'' 

She recommends small evergreen shrubs that 
will fit into a small space and can be decorated to 
look fabulous during the festive season. 

Common box (Buxus sempervirens), a shrub 
with small, glossy green aromatic leaves, can 


be clipped into cones or even bought in a cone 
shape then decorated with small baubles and 
other festive adornments. 

Another alternative is a standard, such as a 
bay or a berried holly, into which you can secure 
baubles and ribbons to give them a festive look 
without taking up too much space. They can be 
planted out once the festive season is over to 
give year-round enjoyment. 

Whatever you choose, remember that ever¬ 
greens prefer the great outdoors, so don't put 
them anywhere near a radiator and keep them 
well watered in a cool room. If you can, leave it 
till the last minute to bring them inside. 

If you are buying a traditional Christmas tree, 
saw off the bottom 5cm of trunk to open up 
its pores before you bring the tree inside and 
place it in a bucket of water until you are ready 
to house it. When you bring it in, make sure 


you can keep it topped up with water, as a tree 
will drink half a litre a day. Most Christmas tree 
stands have a space for water, or you could sim¬ 
ply wedge it into a bucket. 

There's a few extra tips to remember when 
buying your tree too. Make sure the tree is fresh 
- look at the colour; when it dries out it loses 
some of its green hue. Stroke the needles too, 
and they should feel moist to the touch. Always 
put the tree on the ground to assess the size and 
shape before you buy. If it starts shedding some 
of its needles when it moves, it's not the fresh¬ 
est. It's also wise to shop around - or leave your 
tree buying to the last minute - if you want a 
bargain, because prices vary hugely on location. 

Once you've ticked all these boxes, and your 
tree is neatly in its place, get the decorations 
down from the loft, get the baubles on the 
branches, and enjoy . . .

Drink-drive ads 


make jobs 


THE “snowball effect” of get¬ 
ting a drink-drive conviction 
has been highlighted in the 
Government’s latest THINK! 
campaign. 

Millions of people could lose 
their jobs if they were unable to 
drive to, or at, work through 
being caught drinking and driv¬ 
ing, the campaign, launched 
last week, shows. 

People who drive as part of 
their job are particularly vul¬ 
nerable but someone with a 
conviction could also be denied 
access to millions more jobs 
which are eligible for criminal 
records checks. 

These jobs include profession¬ 
al driving jobs, teachers, care 


workers and jobs in banks and 
finance. 

Any employer can ask to see 
unspent criminal convictions 
and research shows that three- 
quarters of employers admit to 
taking a criminal conviction 
into account during the recruit¬ 
ment process. 

Launching the “snowball 
effect” drink-drive campaign 
Transport Minister Robert 
Goodwill said: “For many peo¬ 
ple Christmas is about spend¬ 
ing time with friends and family 
and celebrating, but if drivers 
have a tipple they should not get 
behind the wheel. 

“Just one drink can put you 
over the limit and the conse- 


link 

quences are devastating. Not 
only will you be cuffed and put 
in a cell, but if you’re convicted 
you will lose your licence and, 
as this research shows, you 
could even lose your job.” 

AA president Edmund King 
said: “Drink-drive convictions 
have dramatic and traumatic 
snowball effects. One third of 
people will lose their jobs and 
experience years of hiked insur¬ 
ance premiums. 

“A snowball might melt away 
quickly while the effects of a 
driving ban last way beyond 
any winter thaw. If you are 
going to drive - don’t drink. If 
you are going to drink - don’t 
drive.” 



VOLKSWAGEN has confirmed 
UK pricing for the all-electric 
e-Up city car, with deliveries 
expected by the end of 
January. 

After accounting for the 
£5,000 government grant 
towards plug-in electric 
vehicles, the e-Up will cost 
from £19,250, which is more 
than double the price tag of a 
mid-range petrol-powered 
Up. 

The car, which is capable of 


81mph thanks to an 81 bhp 
electric motor, can 
theoretically achieve more 
than 90 miles on a single 
charge, although owners are 
more likely to get around 70 
with careful use. 

Its performance exceeds 
that of the petrol Up, though, 
with a 0-62mph time of 12.4 
seconds and, crucially, a 
0-30mph time of around four 
seconds. 

A DC fast-charging circuit 


will be supplied as standard, 
enabling the e-Up to charge 
from flat to 80% in 30 
minutes, but a conventional 
three-pin wall charger will 
also be offered as an option. 

The e-Up’s extra equipment 
includes a heated 
windscreen, DAB digital radio 
with six-speaker Sound Pack, 
City Emergency Braking 
system, rear parking sensors 
and an electronic climate 
control system.

Abbs-olutely fabulous Joey 
leads Soham to away glory 


JOEY Abbs struck in each half to earn 
Soham a 2-0 victory at Barkingside in 
Ryman League, Division One North. 

The midfielder opened the scoring 
when he collected a headed clearance 
and bent the ball past the hosts’ 
goalkeeper. 

And he sealed the three points 10 
minutes from time, Ben Sawyer racing 
clear after a Barkingside free kick had 
hit the Soham wall and teeing Abbs up 
for a simple finish. 

“It was a comfortable win, I’d say,” 
said Soham manager Steve Fallon. “We 
were the best side from start to finish 
and they didn’t really cause us many 
problems. 

“They had a lad with a long throw 
putting balls into our box, but we dealt 
with it well. 

“Dan De’ath had to come in as one of 
the three centre-backs and did well, 
and it was our second clean sheet in a 
row and we’re improving defensively, 
so that’s good.” 

And that defensive stability enabled 
Abbs to take the game to the hosts with 
his extra quality. 

“The pitch was a bit bobbly, but Joey 
always had that bit extra for us and 
when he had the ball it always looked 
like something would happen,” said 
Fallon. 

“Joey is a very, very good player at this 
level. He has a bit of a free role because 
we know he can make things happen 
for us and that’s a good asset.” 

The result came after Fallon 
celebrated being named the division’s 
manager of the month for November, 
with the Greens having ended with a 
100 per cent record. 

Fallon finally broke Tony Russell’s 
stranglehold on the division’s award. 

The VCD Athletic manager has 
dominated Macron’s managerial 
stakes since the start of the campaign 
with a hat-trick of wins.

ersfc, Gibson said: “It is with great 
sadness but also pride that I announce 
that I am stepping down as under-18’s 
manager of Soham Town Rangers at 
the end of this season. 

“I have loved every second of my time 
here and I cannot express just how 
great a job it has been, but I have been 
here a while and just feel it is time for a 
change for me really. 

“Having done this season after 
season, from June to April every year, I 
feel its time for a break and to step 
away. 

“You kind of know when it is time to 
go and if I am honest, it has been in my 
mind since the middle of last year that 
this would be it for me and I would step 
down. 

“I think a lot of people do not see 
what goes into this and I have gained a 
lot in my time here, but I have lost a lot 
too. In the last couple of years, I have 
had a few testing times outside of foot¬ 
ball and it’s been hard to try juggle the 
responsibilities and split my time to 
make sure I give 100 per cent to 
everything. 

“Unfortunately, you can’t always get 
that mix and with my daughter 
growing up and wanting to do more 
and also myself needing more stability 
I need to look at what takes priority.”
